according to George E. Young of 
Shanghai, China, who has been in the 
Orient ten years. 
Mr. Young said 


that the Chinese are growing more and 
more interested in their lands and con- 
siderable development will be seen dur- 
ing the aext few years. 


"The 
cultivation and sale of the 


walnut, which was first brought to 
China by the American missionaries, 
now supports hundreds of Chinese 
villages/' said 
Mr. Young.

methods of preparing the nuts for mar- 
ket are most primitive, but as* labor 
is cheap they are able to send them 
to this country and compete favor- 
ably with the domestic markot.

Statistics Disclose a Notable Shifting 


of the Sources Whence Come the 


New Arrivals—Mexico and Can- 


ada Furnish Labor. 


Washington.—An 
immigration of 


1,000,000 or more In 1921 is the esti- 
mate of federal officials, based on fig- 
ures for the fiscal year ended June 
30 last, which have just been Issued. 
Although three months behind the tide 
of aliens, which has been mounting 
at a prodigious rate since late in the 
spring, the statistics disclose many sig- 
nificant tendencies. There has been a 
notable shitting of the sources whence 
come the new arrivals. 


So far as net increase in population 


and the replenishment of the labor 
market are concerned, the year ending 
In .Tune witnessed a greater movement 
from America to Europe than from 
Europe to America, just as careful 
observers bad estimated. 
The total 


Immigration from all foreign lands 
was 430,001, and the emigration was 
288,315. 
The bulk of this increase 


In population, however, came from 
Mexico and Canada, labor which cross- 
ed the border. 


America Lost 10,000. 


Aliens coming from Europe num- 


bered 246.295; those going back to 
Europe 250,433, or a loss of 10.000. 
Before the war about 83 per, cent of 
our immigration came from Europe, 
but in 1020 it was only 57 per cent. 
Since June, however, the rush had car- 
ried it back, and officials estimate it 
Is again now riding at the 85 per cent 
mark. 


At pre-.ont the Mediterranean zone 


Is sending perhaps 75 to SO per cent 
of the arrhals at Ellis island—Italy 
alone sending about one-half of all 
newcomers. Russia and the old Aus- 
tria-Hungary, which before the war 
were sending annually more than a 
quarter of a million immigrants ea^'h, 


are isolated from the migratory move- 
ment and the sources have swung 
back where they were years ago. 


In 1920 Italy, including Sicily and 


Sardinia, sent over 95,145, the largest 
contributor—89,000 went back. Eng- 
land comes next, sending 27,871, or 
about 50 per cent of its prewar aver- 
age. 


Record British Arrivals. 


One table by races places the Eng- 


lish immigration in 1920 at 58,306, 
which is the largest recorded in the 
last 22 years, or since figures for races 
were kept, but of this 30,000 came 
fiom Canada. 


Another surprising feature is that 


Spain ranked third, sending 18,821, 
which was three times as many as it 
was sending before the war. I'oitugal 
came next with 15,472, 
which was 


more than It sent in 1913 and 50 per 
cent more than in 1912. 
France in 


1920, too, sent 8,945. which was about 
equal to prewar days, for in 1913 it 
sent 9,075.

pearing walnuts, which are cracked be- 
fore shipment, are used for fuel, and 
on account of the large proportion- 
of oil they contain they make an ex- 
cellent fuel. 
The Manchurian wal- 


nut commands a special advantage in 
the confectionery making trade be- 
cause of superior flavor ana texture 
of the meat. 


"This spring the price quoted to 


American importers for delivery at 
San Francisco was as high as 29 to 
32 cents, including cost, insurance and 
freight, with the transpacific shipping 
rate at $17.50 per ton. 
The quota- 


tions are now around 25 cents. The 
whole nuts are shipped in 100-pound 
bags of burlap which are ma.de in 
India. 
The walnut Meat Is very care- 


fully wrapped In pap-r and packed in 
wooden boxes to ke-sp out moisture, 
which is likely to produce mold. In 
the United States the walnuts are 
placed in cold storage, which preserves 
their freshness, preventing drying, and 
the crop which we ship the last of 
June dot's not get on the market here 
until some months later." 


Handicapped by Superstition. 


Mr. Young pointed out that accord- 


ing to the last issued bulletin of the 
Department of Commerce for May, 
1920, 10,121,881 pounds of walnuts 
came to the United Stato* from China 
in the 11 months ended with May, and 
their value was $1,887,491. 
He says 


that the Chinese are still greatly 
handicapped by their old superstitions. 
After the age-old practice of having 
all streets and passages irregular .o 
that the evil spirits cannot find their 
way, they are laying out their farms 
in patchwork order, making the roads 
rather difficult for anyone not famil- 
iar with the locality. 


"There is a large and growing mar- 


ket in China for every kind of ma- 
chinery," said Mr. Young. "This is 
particularly true of machinery used in 
the textile industry. The Chinese are 
going to be competitors of the whole 
world in textiles. When a Chinaman 
figures out anything and decides to 
adopt it in his business he is not con- 
tent to stop there. 
He is buying ma- 


chinery now for every process in which 
he has learned its advantages. 


"The Chinese have" no feeling against 


the Americans, but, of course, their 
hatred for the Japanese grows worse. 
Americans in. business In China are 
disappointed with the class of men 
from this country who have rushed 
into the oriental field in the belief 
that great post-war profits He there. 
They are the cheapest sort of traders 
and they are not even intelligent In 
business"

Let 
cook \ery slowly, the time for cooking 
depending upon the age of the chicken. 
When ready to serve, melt one-quarter 
of a cupful of butter, add the same 
amount of flour, one-half teaspoonful 
each of salt and pepper and the liquid 
drained from the chicken; stir until 
well cooked, then return to the casser- 
ole. Serve from the casserole.

COMING IN 1921

Federal Officials Base Their Esti 
mates on Figures for Fiscal 
Year Ended Last June. 


INFLUX GREATLY INCREASING 


Statistics Disclose a Notable Shifting 
of the Sources Whence Come the 
New Arrivals—Mexico and Can­ 
ada Furnish Labor. 


Washington.—An 
immigration 
of 
1,000,000 or more in 1021 is the esti­ 
mate of federal officials, based on fig­ 
ures for the fiscal year ended June 
80 last, which have just been Issued. 
Although three months behind the tidfc 
of aliens, which has been mounting 
at a prodigious rate since late in the 
spring, the statistics disclose many sig­ 
nificant tendencies. There has been a 
notable shifting of the sources whence 
come the new arrivals. 


So far as net Increase in population 
and the replenishment of the labor 
market are concerned, the year ending 
In June witnessed a greater movement 
from America to Europe than from 
Europe to America, just as careful 
observers had estimated. 
The total 
immigration from all foreign lands 
vas 430,001, and the emigration was 
288,815, 
The bulk of this increase 
in population, 
however, 
came from 
Mexico and Canada, labor which cross­ 
ed the border. 


America Lost 10,000. 


Allens coming from Europe num­ 
bered 246.205; those going back to 
Europe 250.483, or a loss of 10.000. 
Before the war about 85 per* cent of 
our immigration came from Europe, 
but In 1020 it was only 57 per cent. 
Since June, however, the rush had car­ 
ried it back, and officials estimate it 
is again now riding at the 85 per cent 
mark. 


At present the Mediterranean zone 
Is sending perhaps 75 to 80 per cent 
of the arrivals at Ellis island—Italy 
alone sending about one-half of all 
newcomers. 
Kussla and the old Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, which before the war 
were sending annually more than a 
quarter of a million immigrants ea<*h, 


are isolated from the migratory move­ 
ment and the sources have swung 
back where they were years ago. 


In 1920 Italy, including Sicily and 
Sardinia, sent over 95,145, the largest 
contributor—89,000 went back. 
Eng­ 
land comes next, sending 27,871, or 
about 50 per cent of its prewar aver­ 
age. 


Record British Arrivals. 


One table by races places the Eng­ 
lish immigration In 1020 at «58,300, 
which Is the largest recorded In the 
last 22 years, or since figures for races 
were kept, but of this 30,000 came 
from Canada. 


Another surprising feature is that 
Spain ranked third, sending 18.S21, 
which was three times as many as it 
was sending before the war. Portugal 
came next with 15,472, 
which was 
more than it sent In 1913 and 50 per 
cent more than in 1912. 
France in 
1920, too, sent 8,945, which was about 
equal to prewar days, for in 1913 It 
sent 9,075.

Mr. Young pointed out that accord­ 
ing to the last issued bulletin of the 
Department of Commerce for May, 
1920, 10,121,881 pounds of walnuts 
came to the United States* from China 
in the 11 months ended with May, and 
their value was $1,887,491. 
He says 
that the Chinese are still greatly 
handicapped by their old superstitions. 
After the age-old practice of having 
all streets and passages Irregular ,.o 
thrit the evil spirits cannot find their 
way, they are laying out their farms 
in patchwork order, making the roads 
rather difficult for anyone not famil­ 
iar with the locality. 


“There is a large and growing mar­ 
ket in China for every kind of ma­ 
chinery,M said Mr. Young. 
“This Is 
particularly true of machinery used in 
the textile Industry, 
The Chinese are 
going to be competitors of the whole 
world in textiles. When a Chinaman 
figures out anything and decides to 
adopt it in his business he Is not con­ 
tent to stop there. 
He is buying ma­ 
chinery now for every process in which 
he has learned its advantages. 


"The Chinese have’ no feeling against 
the Americans, but, of course, their 
hatred for the Japanese grows worse, 
Americans in business In China are 
disappointed with the class of men 
from this country who have rushed 
into the oriental field in the belief 
that great post-war profits lie there. 
They are the cheapest sort of traders 
and they are not even Intelligent in 
business.”

Spasmodic rat extermination cam- 


paigns are of course beneficial, but to 
secure lasting results constant warfare 
must be waged against the rat, say 
specialists of the bureau of biological 
survey. United States Department of 
Agriculture. The necessity for this is 
plain in the fact that rats begin to 
breed at three months and have from 
six to ten litters a year, with an aver- 
age of ten young to each litter. 


Riddance Possible. 


Specialists of the department of ag- 


riculture for years have made exten- 
sive studies of rats and methods of 
exterminating them. No matter how 
badly a house may be infested \vith 
rats, these experts maintain, the use 
of the methods perfected by them will 
absolutely, add without doubt, rid the 
house of the rodents. 


Throughout the United States health 


authorities are advocating the wse of 
these methods and gratifying results 
are being secured. Thus Kansas has 
designated a special "rat day." Cin- 
cintiati is spending thousands of dol- 
lars in a rat campaign, azkl similar 
movements are being conducted at 
Norfolk, along the Gulf coast, and in 
tnany other cities. In addition the bu- 
reau is constantly giving advice to hun- 
dreds of correspondents. 


Means of Destroying. 


"Rat proofing" of toaaildings is the 


basic step in rat extermination. Food 
should be protected and sanitary meth- 
ods employed for drsposal of \\aste 
food. Where rat's inay 'die in the w alls 
poisoning isi mot recerajiiended, but 
where this 'ooroeldtion cannot result 
barium carbonate worked into almost 
any kind of food is the poison to use 
Snap traps, often colled "guillotine 
traps," are the most effective in trap- 
ping.

Constant Warfare Must Be Made 
on Pestiferous Rodent to 
Get 6est Resuts. 


EXTERMINATION IS POSSIBLE 


No Matter How Badly House Be In­ 
fested With Peats Methods Per­ 
fected Will Absolutely De­ 
stroy Little Animals. 


Spasmodic rat extermination cam­ 
paigns are of course beneficial, but to 
secure lasting results constant warfare 
must be waged against the rat, say 
specialists of the bureau of biological 
survey, United States Department of 
Agriculture. The necessity for this is 
plain in the fact that rats begin to 
breed at three months and have from 
six to ten Utters a year* with an aver­ 
age of ten young to each litter. 
Riddance Possible. 


Specialists of the department of ag­ 
riculture for years have made exten­ 
sive studies of rats and methods of 
exterminating them. 
No matter how 
badly a house may be infested with 
rats, these experts maintain, the use 
of the methods perfected by them will 
absolutely, and without doubt, rid the 
house of the rodents. 


Throughout the United States health 
authorities are advocating the use of 
these methods and gratifying results 
are being secured. 
Thus Kansas has 
designated a special “rat day.”

tered the race for the presidency on 
the tariff issue, was elected on the 
mone> issue . . . and the greatest 
problems that confronted him in the 
White House were the fate of a chain 
of islands off the coast of Asia and 
the destiny of China! 


Spain had been engaged for two 


jean, in a desolating struggle to hold 
in subjection the revolting island of 
Cuba, and two happenings pushed 
McKinley into the conflict In spite of 
himself. In a private letter, the Span- 
ish'minister at Washington scoffed at 
the president as a "politlcastro"— 
in plain American, "a peanut poli- 
tician"—and plainly intimated thai 
the fair promises which the Spaniards 
were giving him were only a trick to 
fool the administration and the Amer- 
ican people 
Within a week of that 


exposure, the battleship Maine was 
blown np in Havana harbor, with the 
loss of 26G American lives. 


After withstanding for nearly two 


months the popular outcry of "He- 
member the Maine," the president 
yielded, and war was declared. 
In 


ten days Dewey had smashed 
the 


enemy squadron in Manila b'ij , in ten 
weeks another squadron was sunb 
or captured off Santiago; in three 
months and a half poor old Spain 
threw up the sponge 


It took twice as lone to make peace 


as to make war. 
The Philippines 


caused all the trouble. As we had not 
captured the islands in the w nr, many 
believed that we should let them 
alone. 
But McKmlej decided to de- 


mand fi-om Spain the surrender of 
the Philippines. 


Without waiting for ratification, the 


president dispatched a military expe 
ditiou to take over the Philippines, 
proclaiming to the revolting Filipinos 
the policy of "benevolent assimila- 
tion." The resulting war dragged its 
unpleasant length for two years be- 
fore the Inhabitants umvlllinglj bowed 
to their new master. 


It was the strange fortune of a 


president whose entire public life hud 
been given exclusively to domestic 
questions to plant the Hag in the dis- 
tant Philippines and to send it to the 
pink walls of the Forbidden City of 
China. In the march on Peking for the 
rescue of the fortrein leir.itions fiom 
the siege of the Ho\ers or Chinese 
revolutionist^ the United States joined 
other powers for the tirst time in a 
military expedition.

Soften one cake of compressed yeast 


in one-fourth of a cup of lukewarm 
water, add one cupful of scalded and 
cooled milk and one and one-half cup- 
fuls of flour; beat until smooth. Cover 
and set out of draughts to become 
light. 
Add one-fourth of a cupful 


each of melted shortening and sugar, 
two egg yolks beaten light, one tea- 
spoonfuLof salt, the grated rind of a 
lemon and flour for a dough—about 
three cupfujs. 
Knead until smooth 


and elastic. 
Cover and set aside to 


become double in bulk. Turn upside 
dowji on the molding board, roll Into 
a rectangular, sheet, brush with melted 
butter, dredge with sugar and cinna-

Cut Into pieces an inch long. 


Cream one-fourth of a cup of shorten- 
ing, beat in one-fourth of a cup ol 
brown sugar and spread mixture on 
the inside of a cast Iron frying pan ; 
lay In the buns and when doubled in 
bulk, bake one-half hour. The sugar 
and butter should glaze the bottom ol 
the buns. Serve turned upside down, 
glazed side up.

New Yorlv,—Following the linporfa- 
tlon of walniits to China by tlie early 
mifisionarios 
the 
Chinese^ devHoped 
this industry so carefully that It has 
now roaoheo tremendous proportions, 
according 
to 
George 
B. 
Young 
of 
Slirtnghai, China, who has boeu In the 
Orient ten years. 
Mr, Young said 
that the Chinese are growing more and 
more interested in their lands and con- 
sidernble development will be seen dur- 
ing the next few years. 


"The cultivation and sale of 
the 
walnut, wlilch was first brouuht 
to 
China by the American missionaries» 
now 
supports 
hundreds 
of 
Chinese 
villages/' 
srJd 
Mr, 
Yoijng. 
"The 
methods of preparing the nuts for mar- 
ket are most primitive, but as*labor 
is cheap they are able to send them 
to this country and compete favor- 
ably with the domestic market.

they are bleached, sorted and packed 
according to grade. 
Those of specked 
and inferior shells are cracked and 
the meat is packed for confectionery 
purposes.

Chinese Waste Nothing. 


"The economical bent of the Chinese 
Is given fjull play In the walnut grow- 
ing Industry, 
They utilize every par- 
ticle of the product. 
Wlien the crop 
Is gathered the husks are beaten off 
the nuts and are buried In wet earth 
to rot for fertilizer. 
The nuts are 
delivered to the ports through vari- 
ous agencies, the original grower get- 
ting an insignificant part of the price 
realized for them.

Federal Officials Base Their Est! 
mates on Figures for Fiscal 
Year Ended Last June. 


INFLUX GREATLY INCREASING 


Statistics DiEclose a Notable Shifting 
of the Sources Whence Come the 
New Arrivals—Mexico and Can- 
ada Furnish 
Labor. 


Washington.—An 
Immigration 
of 
1,000.000 or more In 1921 is the esti- 
mate of federal oiflcials. based on fig- 
ures for the fiscal year ended June 
80 last, which have just been Issued, 
Although three months behind the tldfr 
of aliens, which has been mounting 
at a prodigious rate since late in the 
spring, the statistics disclose many sig- 
nificant tendencies. There has been a 
notable shifting of tlie sources whence 
come the new arrivals. 


So far as net Increase In population 
and the replenishment of the labor 
market are concerned, the year ending 
In June witnessed a greater movement 
from America to Europe than from 
Kurope to America, Just as careful 
observers had estimated. 
The total 
Immigration from all foreign lands 
Mas 430,001, and the emigration was 
288,315. 
The bulk of this 
increase 
in population, 
however, 
came from 
Mexico and Canada, labor which cross- 
ed the border. 


America Lost 10.000. 


Aliens coming from Europe num- 
bered 246.205; those going back to 
Europe 250.433, or a loss of 10.000. 
Before the war about 85 per^cent of 
our Immigration came from Europe, 
but In 1020 It was only 57 per cent. 
Since June, however, the rush had car- 
ried it back, and ofilclals estimate It 
Is again now riding at the 85 per cent 
mark. 


At present the Mediterranean zone 
Is sending perhaps 75 to SO per cent 
of the arrivals at Kills Island—Italy 
alone sending about one-half of all 
newcomers. 
Ilussia and the old Aus- 
tria-Hungary, which before the war 
were sending annually more than a 
quarter of a million Immigrants ea^'h, I 


are isolated from the migratory move- 
ment and the sources have 
swung 
back where they were years ago. 


In 1920 Italy, including Sicily and 
Sardinia, sent over 95,145, the largest 
crntrlbutor—89,000 went back. 
Eng- 
land comes next, sending 27,871, or 
about 50 per cent of Its prewar aver- 
age. 


Record British 
Arrivals. 


One table by races places the Eng- 
lish Immigration 
In 1920 at 58,306, 
which Is the largest recorded In the 
last 22 years, or since figures for races 
were kept, but of this 30,000 came 
from Canada. 


Another surprising featiire iB that 
Spain ranked 
third, sending 18.821, 
which was three times as many as It 
wqs sending before tlie war. 
Portugal 
came next with 15,472, 
which was 
more than it sent In 1913 and 50 per 
cent more than in 1912. 
France in 
1920, too, sent 8,945. which was about 
equal to prewar days, for In 1913 it 
sent 9,075.

The quota- 
tions^ are now around 25 cents. 
The 
whole nuts are shipped in 100-pound 
bags of burlap which are made In 
India. 
The walnut tjieat Is very care- 
fully wrapped in pap- r and packed In 
wooden boxes to ke^p out moisture, 
which Is likely to produce mold. In 
the United 
States the walnuts are 
placed In cold storage, which preserves 
their freshness, preventing drying, and 
the crop which we ship the last of 
June does not get on the market here 
until some months later." 


Handicapped 
by Superstition. 


Mr. Young pointed out that accord- 
iiig to the last Issued bufletliri of the 
Department of Commerce for May, 
1920, 10,121,881 pounds 
of 
walnuts 
came to the United Statcsj from China 
fn the 11 months ended with May, and 
their VRlue was $1,887,491. 
He says 
that 
the 
Chinese 
are 
still 
greatly 
handicapped by their old superstitions. 
After the age-old practice of having 
all streets and passages Irregular ..o 
thrft the evil spirits cannot find their 
way, they are laying out their farms 
In patchwork order, making the roads 
rather difilcult for anyone not famil- 
iar with the locality. 


"There is a large and growing mar- 
ket In China for every kind of ma- 
chinery," said Mr. Young. 
"This la 
particularly true of machinery used in 
the textile industry. 
The Chinese are 
going to be competitors of the whole 
world in textiles. When a Chinaman 
figures 
out anything and decides to 
adopt It In his business he Is not con- 
tent to stop there. 
He Is buying ma- 
chinery now for every process in which 
he has learned its advantages. 


"The Chinese havcf no feeling against 
the Americans, but, of course, their 
hatred for the Japanese grows worse. 
Americans In. business In China are 
disappointed with the class of men 
from this country who have rushed 
into the oriental field In the belief 
that great post-war profits lie there. 
They are the cheapest sort of trader« 
and they are not even Intelligent In 
buslnesf*."

Pour this over the pears and 
sprinkle with shredded almonds. 


Baked Potatoes a la YeUowstone.—^ 
Select smooth, large potatoes and bake 
until done; make two cuts across the 
potiito at right angles; Jn a 
towel 
crush the potato to loosen the pulp 
and release the steam.

generous portion of butter Jn each, 
si)rlnkled with paprika. 


Chestnut Croquettes.—Shell, blanch 
and cook in a good broth a pint of 
chestnuts.

Melt one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of butter, add the same amount of 
flour, salt and a dash of pepper; cook 
uutll smooth, add one cupful of rich,

house of the rodents.

Thus Kansas has 
designated a special ''rat day."

cintiati is spending thousands of dol- 
lai^ In a rat campaign, aod similar 
movements 
are

In addition the bu- 
reau is constantly giving advice to hun- 
dreds of correspoiQdents.

food.

Snap traps, .often caifted "guillotine 
traps." are ftlie ^most efikictivo in trai> 
ping.

After teaching .school a term or so, 
McKinley was called in the Civil war, 
(hat hard university which graduated 
the men wlio were to lead the nation 
through four decades. 
Having gone 
into the army as a private In the 
regiment of another president-to-be— 
Rutherford B. Htxyes—he came out ut 
twenty-two a captain, witli the brevet 
title of nuijor. 


Becoming 'a lawyer at Canton, O., 
again he found himself In the midst of 
¡ndustrle.y In their struggling infancy. 
And for 14 years he was tJie spokes- 
man in congress of that 
industrial 
district. 


The young jnajor, whcm he came to 
Canton, was a clean-cut. up-standing 
figure, genial in his nature, but with a 
sober dignity. His readiness of speech, 
when on his feet, came from his prac- 
tice of the art in the dt-bating wjcietles 
of his school days. 
His habits also 
had been properly formed In his boy- 
hood when lie joined the Methodist 
church at ten and grew up a youth 
who was as careful to keep his tongue 
us Ills collar clean. 


All doors in the little town natural- 
ly swung open with 
a 
weH'ome 
to 
»."such a nice young man," and a ma- 
jor to boot. 
Although Jjo was yet 
poor, when Ida «axton. the banker's 
daughter, who had been to school In 
N'ew York city and who had juyt come 
back from Europe, smiled yes to him. 
while they were "taking a buggy ride" 
the banker Bmlled, too, and made them 
a wedding gift of one of the best 
houses in Canton.

McKinley's Js one of the best—and 
one of the most pathetic- love stories 
in the domestic records of the presi- 
dency.

The death of both of her children wlth- 
Jn iive yeara of her wedding day utter- 
ly overwlieUned her nervous organiza- 
tion, and her shattejred health remain- 
ed tlienceforth the constant object of 
her husband's tender cure.

McKinley into the conillct In spite of 
himself. In'a private letter, the Span- 
ish* minister at Washington scoffed at 
the 
president 
as 
a 
"politlcastro"— 
in plain American, "a peanut 
poli- 
tician"—and 
plainly 
intimated 
that 
the fair promises which the Spaniards 
were giving him were only a trick to 
fool the administration and the Amer- 
ican people. 
Within u week of that 
exposure, the battleship Maine 
was 
blown up In Havana harbor, with the 
loss of 260 American lives. 


After withstanding for nearly

months the popular outcry of 
''Ite-

yielded, and war was declared.

days Dewey 
had 
smashed

enemy squadron^In Manila bay; in ten 
weeks 
anotlier" squadron 
was 
sunk 
or captured 
oif Santiago; in 
three 
months and 
a half poor old 
Spain 
threw up the sponge. 


It took twice as long to make peace 
as to make war.

Philippines 
caused all the trouble.

Missouri once had intention of set- 
ting up as an Independent rejmblic 
all by herself. The Session acts, state 
of Missouri, 1888-1830, contain a me- 
morial to the congress' of the United 
States relative to the Santa 
F o trade. 
It teils of an expedition of traders 
to Santa Fe in 1812 from St, Louis, 
though it Is not speciilcally stated that 
they went over the Santa Fe trail. 


The early Session acts of the JIls- 
souri legislature, starting In 1824. con- 
tain many Interesting resolutions and 
memorials to congress on all manner 
of political 
and historical 
subjects. 
Incidentally the Mi.ssourl constitution 
of 1820 starts with the preamble that 
the citizens of the state agree to form 
and establish a free and Independent 
republic by the name of the state of 
Missouri. 


Missouri 
was one 
of the 
pivotal 
statès In the history of this countr.v, 
it was made such In the ancient fitrht 
in congress over the slavery question, 
which took up the admission of free 
and slave states and considered 
the 
balance thereof in congress, 
Missou- 
ri was also a pivotal stale In yet an- 
other and larger sense-t-she was the 
jumplng-off place for that wild and 
unknown country called the Wild West 
—the land west of the Missouri river. 
She made the midway point between 
the 
frontiersmen 
of 
Kentucky 
and 
those of the great plains, occupying a 
generation 
of history 
herself as 
a 
frontier commonwealth.
